WUBJECT ? Hoover Commission 


i. The Commission on Organization of the Swecutive Branch 
of the Government was established 16 July 1953. This Comission 
was intended to review the work of the old Hoover Commission end 
ts go on from there to larger considerations of polley. Thus, 
the old Commission was limited to study of orgenization methods 
and edainistration, whereas the present Comalssion would go into 
additional considerations of whether the Government should be 
performing an activity and if sc te whet extent. 


2. The Commission is éirected to study oll instrumentalities 
of the Government except the judiciary end the Congress. It is 
required to uubmit a comprehensive report by December 31, 1954, 
and a finel report not leter than May 31, 1955, at which dete the 
Commission shall expire, The Commission may propose in ite 
final report constitutional anendments, legislative enactments , 
and administrative actions it deans appropriate to carry out 
its recomiendetions. Otherwise » it Bas no power except power 
ef subpoena of witnesses and @ocunents and the right to require 
directly frou Executive establishments all information, estimates ; 
and statistice upon request of the Chairman or the Viee-Chairnan, 


3+ There are 12 members of the Commiseion, 4 appointed by 
the President, 2 from the Executiye Branch and 2 from private 
life; 4 by the President of the Senate, 2 from the Senate and 2 
from private life; 4 by the Speaker of the House, 2 from the 
House and 2 from private life. Seven menbera make a quorwn, 
The Commission can hire such etef? as it needs, 


4, The Commission has seven stated duties designed to 
pronuote economy, efficiency, end faproved service in public 
business: 


&  Recommerding methods to reduce expenditures as fer 
aa May be consistent with efficient performance of functions. 
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bd. sliminating duplicate functions, 
e. Consolidating functions of a similar nature. 


d, Abolishing activities not necessary to the efficient 
conduct of the Government. 


@ Eiisineting nonessential services and activities 
eonpetitive with private enterprise, 


{. Defining responsibilities of officials. 


& Relocating in departments or other agencies those 
agencie: now revponsible directly to the President.
